Assurance that the “Winning of the West conference to de held at 
the Biltmore on October 14 would mark an epoch in the development of 
national resources was given the Chamber of Commerce committee of 
fifty which is arranging the conference, by Arthur 8. Bent, chamber presi- 
dent, yesterday, in outlining the great scope of the reclamation project to 


be launched. 

More than 1000 delegates, repre- 
senting from twelve to fourteen 
States, including Governors, Uniked 
States Senators, Congressmen, recla- 
mation experts and civic leaders will 
be welcomed by the committee. Every 
facility will be given them to study 
the problem of bringing into pro- 
ductiveness the remaining arid lands 
of the West, Bent said. 


TREAT NEEDS AS WHOLE 


“We pro to treat the irriga- 

tion needs of the country as a whole,” 
the chamber president explained. 
“There is no intention of centering 
Upon any one project, but to treat 
the desert as an entity, which may be 
brought under cultivation as the na- 
tion requires new food-producing 
area. 
“No nation has ever undertaken a 
public work at all approaching this 
in megnitude or in és importance to 
the welfare of the people.” 

Dr. Elwood Mead, Federal Reclama- 
tion Commissioner, has indorsed the 
conference and accepted a place on 
the committee of arrangements. An- 
other active worker is Thomas R. 
Campbell, formerly Governor of Ari- 
zona ani chairman of President 
Coolidge’s committee of special ad- 
visers on reclamation. Campbell is 
making a tour of the West explain- 
ing the purposes of the meeting to 
the State officials and others who 
have been invited to take part.

While much may be claimed for soft 
soap before election, yet it docs not pos 
sess any remarkable cleansing quality. Not 
much comes out in the wash. However, 
people have short memories and their pride 
hides the pesky things in the back yard. 

The increase of news and conscience has 
worked havoc with the soft-coap outpet at 
times: but human nature does not change 
apd still enjoys having its whims coddled. 
Flatter the public and it will stand much. 
There is a suspicion that much of the Sen- 
atorial tribute in Pennsylvania and Illinois 
went for soft soap and whitewash. 


ROOKBART AGAIN 
A charge mate by S. W. Brookhart, 
lowa radical candidate for United States 
Senator, that big business was “tipped off” 
to the post-war deflation policy of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board and that the farmer 


was left in ignorance to his detriment, has 


been exploded by figures produced by a for- 
mer Secretary of Agriculture. These show 
that banks in the agricultural sections ac- 
tually expanded their loans at à time when 
those in the large industrial and financial! 
centers were making drastic curtallments. 
Denials from two large packers and an oil 
company that had been named by Brook- 
hart accompanied the figures. 

A refutation of this statement, was hard- 
ly necessary for anyone who followed news- 
paper accounts of business and banking af- 
fairs during the period immediately after 
the war. Deflation began with the big 
“buyers’ strike” of 1920, not with any ac 
tion by the bankers, and it was industry 
and not the farmers who suffered the first 
effects. Several large industrial concerns, 
including two of the. greatest automobile 
manufacturing companies, opviously had 
had no prior notice, for their 
troubles were matters of widespread com- 
ment. One of these companies weathered 
the storm without a change of ownership, 
the other did not. 

It was the same with bandreds of indus- 
trial concerns of lesser importance. The 
“buyers’ strike” was an unpredictable and 
unpredicted event. 
‘business, men may have seused its coming 
and trimmed sail accordingly. Industry 
nursed its own wounds and said nothing 
for the most part, and has by this time 
completely recovered. Agriculture is also 
now making its recovery: and that recov- 
ery will become more rapid as the farmers 
discover the virtues of the principle of co- 
operation, exemplified mos ly in Cal. 
fornia. 


The recovery of agriculture obviously is 
hindered by the output of blatherskites of 
the Brookhart type, who will say anything, 
no matter how little founded in fact. in or- 
der to get votes. The real friends of the 
farmer are pointing out sober and prac 
tical remedies for his difficulties and would 
be listened to and heeded were it not for 
the noise made by the demagoguea,

HE OATH OF ATHENS 
In these parlous days of national] un- 
rest and of civie corruption such as is be- 
Ing constantly called to public attention 
and for which divers political nostrums are 
suggested, it is with a deep-breathed 
amazement that one rereads the historic 
oath of Athens, to which the Greek: of the 
most fllustrigus period of Hellenic prosper- 
ity subscribed. The effect is as of a cool 
drink from one of the snow-fed springs of 
| “many tountatned Ida,” or a wind blowing 
from the heights of Olympus: 
We will never bring disgrace to this, 
our city, by any act of cowardice, nor 
ever desert our suffering comrades in 
the ranks; we will fight for the ideals 
and sacred things of the city, both 
alone and with many; we will revere 
and obey the eity’s laws and do our 
best to incite a like respect and rever- 
ente in those above us who are prone 
to annul or set them at naught: we 
will strive unceasingly to quicken the 
public sense of civic duty. Thus in all 
ways, we will transmit this city not 
less, but greater, better and more beau- 
tiful than it was transmitted to us. 

For ethical ideals and personal respons!- 
bility, that parallels the Boy Scouts’ pledge 
of this modern Christian era. In fact, it 
suggests that there must have been many 
“good scouts” in ancient Athens both out 
of political life and in it. 

Would that all of us in privileged Los 
Angeles, which has been called by some 
the Athens of America in natural advan- 
tages and ir, cultural yrogress, might emu- 
late the civic ideals of those who swore 
both to revere and to obey their city’s 
laws and to do their best to incite a like 
reverence and respect in those prone to 
set them at uaught—wlLether the offenders 
be above or below us in standing! Traffic 
tragedies would then actually come to be 
classed as an outrage .nstead of a mere 
breach od manners. Bootleggers would 
have to cower on the dark side of the 
alley insteac of scorch'ng the boulevard 
pavements with cht-outs cpen and sirens 
going full blast. Reputable professional 
people and social] queens would not open 
their dinner: parties with cocktails an 
around and snicker over the underhanded 
way in which they obtained the “makings.” 
No publicschool teacher, while avidly 
clutching .t a State-paid salary, would in- 
culcate insic‘ous doctrines of anarchy in 
the impressionable minds of the potential 
citizens in their classrooms.

offenders against the state were invited to 
step out and be pushed off. There are

president emeritus of Harvard University, 
did more than choose a five-foot shelf of | 
books.

“Go to church” was the first lent 
of his prescription for a long life. This 
will appear fantastic to many. “Keep a 


clean heart and a good conscience” ran on 
his recipe. “A calm temperament, expect- 
ant of good!” 

The majority imagines that retirement in 
spirit, mind and body will lengthen life. 
Few folks regard a daily dozen for the 
brain as important for longevity. 

But Eliot said, “Give your mind exercise 
as well as your body—teally think.” An 
active mind keeps the heart pumping blood 
up to the highest levels in both soul and 
body. His 92 years appear to prove it. 

“Exercise regularly, eat in moderation 
and take a full allowance of sleep,“ was 
his precept for the body. “Avoid indul- 
gence jn luxuries and the habitual use of 
any drug whatsoever.” Me even tabooed 
tobacco, tea and coffee. 

Naturally he and his confrere, Dr. Nicho- 
las Murray Buller, president of Columbia 
University, could not agree on many 
things. Possibly Butler has reached the 
point of saturation througi. his environ- 
ment; Eliot may have partaken of his dry- 
dust literary atmosphere.

MPROVING THE RECORD 

A survey of motor fatalities in cities of 
100,000 population or over, made by the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, discloses that Los Angeles is now 
ffth in the number of such tragedies of 
the larger cities of the country. 

Leading the list is New York City, witb 
543 deaths listed as a result of motor ac 
cidents for the first seven months of the 
current year. Next is Chicago, with 354. 
Philadelphia and Detroit are next and just 
precede this city. Here there were 128 
fatalities from January 1 to July 31. 

The type of accident in which the lars 
est number of deaths occurred were those 
in which a pedestrian was struck by an 
cutoist. Most of these were children cross 
ing streets against traffic rules or playing 
in the street. Next were adult pedestrians 
jaywalking. 

Los Angeles provides protection, even a 
large degree of prevention, for these causes 
of motor fatalities. Pedestrians are re- 
quired in downtown sections to obey trat 
fice signals. School children are furnished 
with pedestrian zones at street crossings 
near their schools and in instances where 
there is heavy traffic these crossings are 
presided over by traffic officers at beours 
when the children are going to and from 
school,

Hollenbeck Heights 
Once Was Home of 
Pioneer Aristocrats

. HE beauty and romance which the Spanish 
O names, conferred on our cities, mountains and 
rivers by the first settlers of California, con- 

veyed is twofold in the instance of El Paredon Blanco,” 
meaning the White Bluff, now known as Hollenbeck 
Heights. The soft accent which the Spaniard gave it 
and the significance of it seemed to breathe the exotic 
grandeur of the heights, which were then covered with 
tiny white pebbles, glistening in the California sunlight. 


Claire Lopez 


Formerly the. place of residence 
of the aristocrats of the city, 
is now hebited by colonies of 
people of all nationalities. No 
longer do the spreading vine 
yards of those colorful days lle 
at its white feet. Gone are the 
orchards. its waving Gelds of 
grain, the shops of the tbrifty 
shoemaker, goldsmith “and the 
pliers of other trades who sang 
lilting Spanish melodies as they 
worked. 

The glamour of those brilliant 
yet useful days were fitfully de 
ecribed to me by Francisca Lo 
pez De Bilderain, who was bora 
and reared there, and my readers 
may derive much of the pleasure 
I enjoyed in the tistening by read- 
ing her account of its history and 
ber description of the land. 

“Sitting in the council chamber 
im 1826, officiating as Alcalde, or 
Mayor, of the town of Nuestra 
Senora Reina De Los Angeles, 
was the illustrious Claudio Lopez, 
son of noble Spanish parents, and 
his son Estaban, « Councilman. 
The latter, being good judge of 
land values, established his home 
on Paredon Blau o ip 1836. The 
land was granted to bim by the 
Los Angeles Ayuntiamiento on 
September 28, 1835 

Don Estaban's possessions on 
the east side of the river em- 
braced @any acres, some of 
which he Givided among bis chil- 
dren, reserving for himself and 
his second wife that part between 
what is now Second and Fourth 
streets He built big home on 
the bluff about thirty feet south 
of the present site of Second 
street. It was built of adobe, 
fated the west and overlooked his 
possessions. Although modest in 
structure, it was comfortable. 


Vast Orchards 


Immediately after the complo- 
tion of his bouse, he began to 
prepare the land for setting out 
fruit trees, vineyards and other 
crops. Soon thereafter Don Ex 
taban established his younger 
son, Don Geromimo; om'a piece 
of land south of where Seventh 
street runs at present. There an- 
other attractive home was erect- 
ed and there two ‘lren were 
born, one of whor J. Lopez, 
has been mans of Tejon 
Rancho for over flity years, or 
ever since Gen. Beal owned it.

“In the year 1855 Don Fran- 
cisco enlarged his already exten- 
sive holdings by the addition of 
twenty-fiveacre orchard with 
all kinds of profitable fruit trees, 
sugar cane and a vineyard. The 
latest acquisition extended north 
to Aliso street, now Summit ave- 
nue, and east to where Pleasant 
avenue now runs. 

“The second house was built in 

the year 1857 on the high bluff, 
the site being seventy-five feet 
from the edge. It was also adobe. 
Its stout pillars were entirely 
covered with vines, which in 
their growth interlaced so ag to 
form a homing place for linnets, 
robins and tiny humming birds in 
their bright plumage. A huge 
pepper tree stood thirty feet 
away from the wide corridor and 
here and there were bright 
bunches of red berries, forming 
in all a huge bouquet. Our home 
was exceedingly pleasant, as it 
stood fronting the grandeurs of 
the west and its sublime sunsets. 
It was indeed a land made ready 
by God for human bands to em- 
bellish! 


A Charming Vista 

“The twenty-fiveacre holding 
referred to was given to one of 
Don Francisco's doughters, Juan- 
ita Lopes De Warren, grand- 
mother of Eugene Biscai)us. 

“] will try to portray as truly 
as possible what I know of the 
old home on the bluff in which 1 
was born, and will relate what I 
remember of it in 1863 when I 
was but a small child. In my 
dream I stand once again on the 
high bluff and look again over 
the valley which lay between the 
east side of the Los Angeles 
River and Paredon Blanco. I see 
hundreds of fruit trees, each 
patch of which I could designate 

from the hues its follage wore. 
There was the sugar-cane patch, 


* 


from which a specie of white 
sugar was made, and in the or 
chards were all my favorite 


fruits — peaches, rosy-cheeked 
pears, oranges, lemons, sweet 
limes, citrons, walnuts, pome 
granates, almonds, apples, mul- 
berry trees, plums! The Mission 
figs when so ripe thelr skins 
cracked were never so good as 
when I ate them sitting high on 
a stout branch of a tree, hidden 
by huge leaves. There were long 
rows of these trees along the bor- 
der of the zanja, or water ditch, 
that ran along the foot of the 
bluff. Near-by was the flower 
garden, profuse with gorgeous 
white and pink moss roses, lilacs, 
snowballs and hollyhocks, ver- 
benas, marigolds, violets and 
daisies. There were two baths 
by the side of the zanja, one near 
the house and the other in the 
middie of the orchard. They 
were made of wood, lined with 
tin, the sanja filling them by 
means of flood-gates. The water 
from the so-called baths emptied 
{nto pools used for swimming. 

“The trapiches or sugar mille 
were built 150 feet northeast of 
the house and were rudely con- 
trived, being worked by a horse 
bitched to a pole, which, when 
the anima! went around, crushed 
the cane, extracting the juice, 
which was received in a wooden 
trough. It was then cooked in 
huge kettles. Round moulds 
carved out on long thick planks 
were used for hardening, after 
which the product was packed for 
export. 

“In the year 1858 the late Don 
Estaban Lopez's widow, who had 
remarried, advertised for sale 
her part of the land which the 
council had granted her first hus 
band in 1835. It so happened that 
a new arrival in town was seek- 
ing a site suitable for a home. 
He was none other thap the at 
fable and jovial Irishman, Andrew 
Boyle, who saw the land and took 
a fancy to it. The key of the 
adobe house was turned over to 
him in a short time and with 
Maria, his only child, and her 
maiden aunt moved into the new 
home. In 1862 he commenced 
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Southern California. 


From the rocking chair and 
fireside the word has been passed 


that the men who thirty years 
ago were plugging over the 
roads on the old high wheels, or- 
dinaries and safeties will be pres 
ent at the reunion it they have to 
come on crutches.

“I would guess that nobody Hu- 
ing today will ever see the air- 
plane become as popular a vehi- 
cle for transportation as the auto- 
mobile.” sald Mr. Douglas. “The 
chief difficulty, of course, lies in 
the navigation difficulties. Flying 
an airplane properly is not an ac- 
complishment acquired as easily 
as driving an automobile. I am 
not speaking now of merely learn- 
ing how to get a ship off the 
ground and bring it down again 
under ideal conditions. What 1 
mean is that flying an airplane 
under any and all conditions re 
quires knowledge of many things 
besides the mere rudiments of fly- 
ing. 

“Just as many people seem in- 
capable of bearning how to drive 
an automobile in a first-class 
manner, just so, and even more 
countless numbers or people 
can never hope to handle an air- 
plane properly. It is nothing to 
get out on a straight stretch of 
road, start a car, guide it and 
bring it to a stop. But it is an- 
other thing to handle the car in 
traffic. The same thing is true 
with fying under all conditions. 

“No, I don't think they will er 
er develope what you wicht style 
‘fool-proof’ airplanes. You will al- 
ways wave the human factor to 
reckon With. Of course, we real- 


lx ought not to say ‘never’—but 


there is np indication now to just. 
ify saying that it will be done. 
There are many other things to 
consider—esuch as control and 
proper regulation to make safe 
fiying—all ‘tating against the 
probability of an air flivver com- 
parable in popularity to the auto 
mobile.” 


RICKENBACKERS NEW DRIGOS COUPE PLANE 


New Plane Presages 
Ship for Home Use 


By PF. Whitcomb Williams 


NEW small type aircraft made its initial bow 
‘at Detroit recently and, if the reception it re- 
ceived by those who speak with knowledge in the air- 
plane industry is a criterion, the little ship is destined to 


The engine which pulls this 
new model was produced by 
Capt. “Eddie” V. Rickenbacker, 
American ace, and it has proved 
phenomenally successful. Assist- 
ing im the designing of the engine 
was Glenn Angle. formerly in 
charge of the engine section at 
McCook Field, Dayton. 

The engine is mounted on the 
latest Driggs type monoplane, 
and will be known as the Driggs 
coupe. It represents more than 
one year’s development work and 
embodies the most advanced 
ideas of commercial airplane de- 
sign and construction. With its 
completely appointed, inclosed 
and roomy cockpit, the coupe is 
the fina] word in an airplane for 
the pilotowner. Seating the 
pilot and passenger side by side 
makes for the greatest comfort 
and pleasure. Conversation Is 
carried on with ease. The in- 
closed cabin eliminates the ne 
cessity of donning special cloth- 
ing, gogeles, etc. and makes 
flying more pleasurable than 
driving the most luxuriously 
appointed automobile. 

The fuselage, landing gear and 
tail surfaces are constructed ot 
welded steel tubing. The wing 
is plywood, covered upon & 
structure of spruce spars and 
ribs. The weight, when empty, 
is 800 pounds. The plane will 
carry a load of 320 pounds and 
110 pounds of fuel and oli, mak- 
ing a total flying weight of 1230 
pounds. 

By folding the wings the owner 
can store the coupe in a space 
but little larger than that used 
by his automobile. If he so de 
sires he may tow the airplane 
behind his car. The operation 
of folding the wings can be done 
in a very few minutes by the 
removal of two pins, one on each 
front wing spar. 

The use of brakes on the front 
wheels with the rear tiller wheel 
is a marked advance in handiness 
on the ground. The coupe will 
turn in a circle smaller than its 
own span and runs along the 
ground easier than a light auto- 
mobile. The plane may be 
stopped in approximately the 
same distance as an automobile 
going at the same speed. It has 
a landing speed of thirty-five 
miles per hour. 

The span is thirty-five feet, 
with a length of twenty-two feet. 
The wing area is 144 square feet; 
area of horizontal tail twenty-six 
square feet, and vertical tail 
eleven square feet. The maxi- 
mum speed of the little aircraft 
is ninety-five miles per hour and 
it has a climbing ability of 600 
feet per minute. The absolute 
“ceiling” is 15,000 feet. 

The high lift wing with trail- 
ing edge flaps makes for a very 
quick takeoff and low landing 
speed without sacrificing riding 
comfort in rough weather. Al- 
though with the flaps in neutral 
position the airplane has a very 
flat glide, with the flaps down 
the glide is very steep and at 
a very low speed. This allows 
the pilot to utilize all his fleld 
when coming in over trees or 
other obstacles.

sixty-horsepower and air-cooled 
motor. Although the Ford Motor 
Company and the Continental 
Motors Corporation are now ex- 
perimenting with air-cooled air- 
craft engines, the Rickenbacker 
is the first Detroit-built engine of 
this type to be put into produc 
tion. It in also the only sizty- 
horsepower air-cooled motor built 
in the United States. 

Ivan H. Driggs, designer of 
the plane, is probably the fore 
most light airplane engineer in 
America. His experience dates 
back to the old Wright days, and 
he was associated with Orville 
Wright for many years as his 
assistant. Later he was asso 
ciated with the government at 
McCook Field, but since 1921 has 
been associated with the Wright 
Aircraft Corporation at Dayton 
in building light planes which 
have proven phenomenally suc- 
cessful. 

“The motor, designed by Capt. 
Rickenbacker, is just what we 
have been looking for,” declared 
Mr. Driggs. “With its simple 
maintenance and great accessi- 
bility it certainly fills a great gap 
in the ranks of American avia- 
tion engines.” 

The little ship was brought to 
Detroit recently from Dayton by 
Pilot J. H. Laass. The distance 
flown was 220 miles, and the 
time consumed was two hours 
and a half. During the flight a 
cruising speed of approximately 
eighty miles per hour was main- 
tained on an average of between 
fifteen and sixteen miles to the 
gallon of gasoline, and just a 
little less than a pint of of] was 
consumed for the distance flown. 

Pilot Laass said they test flew 
the ship once, found the motor 
working nicely, and then headed 
for Detroit. 

“It shows plenty of confidence 
to do that with the motor just off 
the block.“ said the pilot. An- 
other thing that I like about it 
is that I don’t know of any other 
motor of only sixty-horsepower 
that ever pulled that load, with 
an extra passenger, off the 
ground, much less carry it at the 
rate of eighty-five miles an hour 
through the air.” 

Those high up in aeronautic 
knowledge unhesitatingly indorse 
the new aircraft as the ideal type 
of plane for private family use. 
The engine is designed with com- 
plete disregard to military re 
quirements, military specifica- 
tions or military limitations. Up 
until the present time all engines 
used in so-called commercial air- 
craft were designed principally 
for military uses and their appli- 
cation to commefcial aircraft re- 
sulted in compromise so serious 
as to render anything in the na- 
ture of commercial use or eco- 
nomical operations difficult. It 
is certain that no man living is 
better qualified to determine the 
qualities that are needed tn such 
an engine than Capt. Eddie v. 
Rickenbacker, who is famous 
throughout the world as the 
American “Ace of Aces,” and one 
of the world’s greatest aviators 
who has flown airplanes powered 
with practically every engine
